word to his Canadian audience, sug- 
gested the creation of a "permanent 
tody of our most distinguished citi- 
zens" to act as a commission for the 
United States and Canada. 


In discussing the subject of inter- 


national relations in a broad way, 
Mr. Hughes said it war desirable 
that nations should more definitely 
establish the law "to ojiicken the 
sense of the obligation of states un- 
der the law." He assailed "dem- 
agogues" and "psendopatriots" who 
he said sometimes made it difficult 
for democratic governments to se- 
cure legislative approval for the mu- 
tual concessions necessary for set- 
tlement of important international 
questions, and he declared-\it was 
mpossible to carry "open diplomacy" 
to the point of keeping the public 
constantly advised of all the inter- 
mediate steps of negotiation. 


Canadian Treaty. 


"We have at this time," he said in 


discussing American-Canadian rela- 
tions, "under our treaty of 1909 re- 
lating to boundary waters and ques- 
tions arising along the boundary be- 
tween Canada and the United States, 
an International Joint Commission 
with powers of investigation and re 
port within the scope of the treaty.

Presbj^erians 
Are Urged To Aid 
In Labor Reforms 


.Vew York, Sept. C.—A call to the 
people of the United States to bring 
all American industrial groups—la­ 
bor, capital, the 
management 
and 
the public—together in “right rela­ 
tion to the 
welfare of the 
whole 
community,” 
was 
issued 
by 
Or. 
John 
McDowell, 
secretary of 
the 
Presbyterian Board of National Mis­ 
sions, in a Labor Day message to the 
Presbytery of America. 
Dr. McDowell’s communication, en­ 
titled "The Church’s Challenge to In­ 
dustry” was addressed to 10,000 Pres­ 
byterian churches, which represent a 
membership of 1,800,000. Special La­ 
bor Day services were held in most 
of these churches Sunday. 
Explaining his choice of 
subject, 
Dr. McDowell said 
“the time 
has 
c ^ e when the church must lead, 
not follow industry; must challenge, 
not wait to be challenged by indus­ 
try.” 
He criticized the "rule of grab, get 
and keep," and 
declared that 
the 
church must challenge 
“everything 
th at is unchristian in industry to­ 
day.” 
‘ 
“The church must 
establish the 
authority of C hrist in all human re­ 
lationships—domestic, civic, commer­ 
cial, industrial, educational, 
politi­ 
cal, national and international,” Dr. 
McDowell’s message 
said. 
“Right­ 
eousness cannot be 
excluded 
from 
any departm ent of our manifold life. 
“Much of our present 
industripl 
unrest,” he continued, “is due to the 
faHure of the church to insist that 
if C hrist is to be M aster anywhere, 
he must be M aster everywhere. 
Had 
the Christian Church insisted from 
the beginning th at Christians cannot 
exclude th eir business, their politics, 
their industry, their national and in­ 
ternational interests from 
C hrist’s 
sovereignty, the present 
industrial 
and international unrest would have 
been impossible. 
“The present industrial unrest is 
a direct condemnation of the church 
for not insisting that ‘His Kingdom 
ruleth over all’—over all railroads 
and coal mines, over all steel mills 
and cotton factories, over all stores i

citizens that they had the right to be 
born, marry and die without any 
ceremony whatsoever."

-Japan is carrying 
out a great scheme of soad improve­ 
ment, despite the opposition of land­ 
owners who have caused suspension 
of the construction of the new To- 
kio-Yokohama automobile road, and 
the difficulties caused

heavy rains. 
The govufnmcnt has in hand 
at 
present the widening of the old To- 
kaido road, over which the Dainiyis 
used to travel from the western pro­ 
vinces to the Shogun’s court at Yedo, 
now Tokio, and which extends from 
the capital to Kayoto. 
This road, 
which for miles is lined by great 
trees and crosses the Hakone moun­ 
tains, is being widened and substaii- 
tial stone and concrete bridges are re­ 
placing the old wooden structuics. 
In time the road will make one of 
the finest drives in the East, through 
one of the most picturesque sections 
o f Japan, touching Kodzu, a famous 
seaside resort; Odawara, another sea­ 
side city; Miyanoshita, well l-.nuwa 
to American visitors to Japan and 
Hakone Lake, whore there is on Im­ 
perial Palace.

■ Fargo, N. D., Sept. 6.—Gluten con­ 
tent of the 1923 wheat crop in the 
Red River Valley averages two per­ 
cent higher than the 1922 crop accord­ 
ing to testa made of ten samples each 
from Richland, Casa and Grand Forks 
counties, showing an average of 12.69 
percent gluten or protein content as 
ccmpared with the average for > the 
same countfes in 1922 of 10.68. The 
tests were made by C. E. Mangels,' 
cereal chemist at tíie North Dakota 
l^periment station. Gluten content is 
one of the most important factors in 
de,termining the 
milling 
value 
of 
wheat, according to Mr. Mangels, and 
millers willingly pay a premium for 
wheat containing a high percentage 
of gluten. 
The North Dakota Experiment ata- 
tion is conducting a survey of (the 
v.heat crop of the state t e determine 
the gluten content, and the results 
of the tests of samples from more 
than 30 counties will be announced 
within the next week, according 
to 
Director P. F. Trowbridge. 
Cottnty 
agricultural agents cooperate by ob­ 
taining ten representative samples of 
wheat in each county and 
sending 
them in as early as possible eo t^at 
the results of the tacts will be avail­ 
able before the buUTof the wheat 
crop has been marketad. A ■indlar 
survey was conduoted last jrear which 
resultad in millers paying a 
good 
pramiam for wheat from 
localities 
where high gluten content was re­ 
ported.

WOULD PREVENT ACCIDENTS

WHICH CAUSE BLINDNESS 
New York, Sept. 6.—Because of the 
growing seriousness of accidents in 
public places and in homes, as well 
a t in industry, as, a cause of blind­ 
ness, the National Committee For the 
Prevention of Blindness announced 
today th at it would undertake im­ 
mediately a progressive census of all 
eye accidents with a view of deter­ 
mining means of prevention. 
This 
decision, 
the 
committee 
declares, 
grew out of the recent realization 
th at there has come about a radical 
change in the incidence of the vari­ 
ous principal causes of blindness. 
The committee has discovered, for 
instance, 
th at whereas 
not many 
years ago the greate&t single cause 
bf blindness in children was “ babies’ 
sore eyes,” the percentage of blind­ 
ness from this cause has been cut 
in half. 
Blindness caused by acci­ 
dents of various sorts, on the other 
hand, has increased to such an ex­ 
tent in recent years th a t a^idefits 
now constitute the most serious sin­ 
gle cause of blindness. 
An effort will be made to secure a 
record of every accident causing an 
injury to the eye w hether it occurs 
in a factory, in a hone, or on the 
street. 
This census will gradualiy 
be extended into every state in th.c 
Union. 
The results will be tsbu- 
lated by principa] causes and analyz­ 
ed monthly. A month to month com­ 
parison of the records of this cen­ 
sus will enable the committee a n j its 
many co-operating agencies through­ 
out the country to learn w hether— 
as is now believed—the number ot 
cases of blindness through accidents 
is steadily increasing, and against 
what causes of accidents the ener­ 
gies of the committee should be di 
rected.

In a survey of its> philanthropic 
work Just made through the Union- 
Signal, the National Woman’s Chris­ 
tian Temperance Union finds that it 
is devoting more t^an one hundred 
pieces of property in the United 
States to the comfort of women and 
children in an effort to aid in com­ 
munity welfare. 
^ 
Fourteen states maintain homes 
for girls. Some of these are schools 
while several are voluntary rescue 
homes. There are community build­ 
ings in a number of states and about 
fifty 
Americanisation centers over 
the country, the best known of these 
being the one in Bridgeport, Conn. 
At San Diego, Calif., the W. C. 
T. U. maintains a home center for 
soldiers, sailors and marines. There 
is a Frances E. Willard home for 
girls in Los Angeles and at Highland 
Park, a home for women and chil­ 
dren. 
Oakland, Calif., also has a 
splendid home for girls. 
Michigan 
with its two homes for girls is a close 
second to California while Iowa, New 
Mexica, Alabama, Indiana and Illinois 
also lead in this type of welfare 
work.

WOULD PBBVENT. ACCIDENTS

' 
WHICH CAUSE BLINDNESS 


New York, Sept 6.—Because of the 


growing seriousness of accidents in 
public places and in homes, as well 
as in industry, as. a cause of blind- 
ness, the National Committee For the 
prevention of Blindness announced 
today that it would undertake im- 
mediately a progressive census of all 
eye accidents with a view of, deter- 
mining means of prevention. This 
decision, 'the committee declares, 
grew out of the recent realization 
that there has come about a radical 
change in the incidence of the vari- 
ous principal causes of blindness. 


The committee has discovered, for 


instance, that whereas not many 
years ago the greatest single cause
